Just what was the population. at this 
time we can find no statistics, but 
on the seventh day of Tjecember, 
1863, Henry MeMullin, Coun:y Super: 
visor of roads, presented % state- 
ment to the county court in which he 
gives the total amount of road tax for 
the vear as $306, which would indi- 
cate that there were 102 able bodied 
male inhabitants in the county over 
sixteen and under fifty years of age. 

In 1862, according to John Crook’s 
journal, the population of the valley 
was about 1,000. There was quite a 
town at Heber, two small set- 
Hements al Midway. a number 
ef families. at Center Creck, 
at Charleston, some in Round 
valley, and a small cluster of houses 
at ıhe Sessions spring and a few at 
the sheep ranch of Melvin Ross, af- 
terwards known as Hailstone's ranch, 
rbout eight miles north of Heber. 

On the 3rd of March of this year 
the first county road was established 
commencing at the Provo river be- 
Icw Manning’s (southwest of the town

of Charleston) and running in a north- 


erly direction following the old immi- 
grant trail through the valley pass- 
ing by Melvin Ross’ ranch and ter- 
minating at the northern boundary 
of the county (known as the Ross 
summit). 

At a special term April 26, 1862, a 
county road was established between 
Heber City and Centerville, and 
thence to the saw mill in Center 
Creek canyon.
